ELDER STATESMAN 


Sir George Foster agrees with the in- 
creasing number of competent observers 
who hold that present world-wide condi- 
tions are largely attributable to the great 
war and the crushing load of debt it placed 
upon the productive industry of the na- 
tions.

ONE COMPETITOR QUITS 

The United States farm board will not 
participate in the international conference 
on wheat limitation at Rome, The reason 
given is that the board does not want to 
give United States growers the idea that 
it can compete in world markets, but 
wishes to make clear that it is trying to 
put wheat production on a domestic basis. 

That will be interesting to Canadian 
wheat growers, and the policy involved 
may have a somewhat important bearing 
on world wheat supplies and prices. What 
the statement amounts to is that the 
United States is out of the world market 
for wheat, for the time at least, and in- 
tends to stay out. 

Remembering that the United States 
led the world in wheat production in the 
war years, the withdrawal of this competi- 
tor is a very real influence toward reduc- 
ing the exportable surplus and thus of 
stimulating prices in importing countries 
To an important degree the disappearance 
of the United States as a wheat exporter 
will offset the re-emergence of Russia. 


WHEN CRICKETERS GATHER 

Spring to most athletic Englishmen in 
the northern hemisphere, means the turn- 
ing of thoughts to outdoor sports. 

To many of Edmonton's athletes, and 
those in Western Canada it means cricket. 
Cricket has been played in the city for 
forty years, and it was in 1912 that the 
Edmonton Cricket, League was formed. 
Tonight, the annual meeting of the league 
will be held and there will be one member 
who will be sadly missed—Col. C. Y. 
Weaver. Not only in the councils of the 
game, but on the playing field. He was al- 
ways arranging something for the boys, 
the junior members of the league. Who 
will take his place? 

At the meeting tonight a motion will 
be put to make arrangements for a lasting 
memorial to this fine soldier, gentleman 
and cricketer, It is to be hoped that it will 
receive an enthusiastic response and also 
that the general public will have a chance 
to show its respect for a man who played 
“cricket” also in the fields of citizenship 
and public life. 

THE NATIONAL FUEL DEMAND 

Canadians burned three and a_ half 
million tons less coal in 1930 than in 1929, 
That explains why it was that while Al- 
berta led all the other provinces in pro- 
duction, the mines of this province took 
out iast year a substantial amount less 
than the year before. 

The greater use of hydro-electric cur- 
rent is cited as one factor in cutting down 
the national demand for fuel. Ontario, it 
is said, now burns 14,500,000 tons less céai 
in a year than it would have to burn if 
there were no water power being turned 
into electric power. That represents a 
loss to the coal producers that does not 
vary with the seasons and that will con- 
tinue for all time. 

A more serious factor last year, from 
the standpoint of the Alberta miner, was 


the mild weather that prevailed during 
the fall and up to the end of the 
year, Helpful as it was to many interests, 


and welcome to many classes of people, 
the mild weather in November and Decem- 
ber cut down the fuel requirements in the 
prairie country by 25 per cent of the total 
demand in an ordinary winter, and left the 
Alberta miners idle more days than they 
were at work.

Stabilized prices, it is held, cannot ix 
assured until we re-establish a market in 
Britain for the surplus over home require- 
ments, Which, of course can only be done 
by increasing production to a point that 
will assure a, steady flow of cattle to Bri- 
tain, and make it possible for British de: 
ers to develop trade on the basis of an as- 
sured regular supply. 

Much the same situation exists in re- 
gard to bacon hogs. Old country import- 
ers and officials of the federal Govern- 
; ment have been declaring for years that 
one thing gnly prevented the creation of a 
large and permanent Canadian bacon trade 
in Britain; the want of a regular and de- 
pendable supply of the bacon. As that has 
not been forthcoming, the market has of 
necessity been supplied from other coun- 
tries, and Canada will now have to fight 
for the place it once held there. 
facts probably explain why 
prices for beef cattle and hogs have slump- 
ed badly in western Canada in recent 
months; the home market was glutted 
and there was no outlet for the surplus. 
The inference is that when increased pro- 
duction induces a regylar movement of 
cattle and bacon to the British market, 
the prices offering in that market will 
tend to steady the prices in the home mar- 
ket.

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ITS A BLESSING 
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Health and Diet Advice 
By DR. FRANK McCOY 
PEAS CONTAIN VITAMINS 

The green peas which are so familiar to every- 
one are an important member of the family legumin- 
osae, They were originally a native of Bouthern Eu- 
rops and Asia, and have probably been used for food 
in the Orient for thousands of years. Even in Europe 


they were cultivated years before the dawn of the 
Christian era. There seeds have been found in the 
lake dwellings of Switzerland, showing that they 


were used as a food during the Bronze Age. 


This hardy annual is found with two main types; 
one with a wrinkled seed and one with @ emooth 
round contour, While the plants are usually grown 
for seeds, there are several varieties with thick green 
edible pods, which may be eaten very much as we 
use green beans, and which are extensively used in 
Europe, but have not been well introduced in this 
country. The vines in the different varieties may 
vary from 12 inches to 12 feet in length. 

The average shelled green pea contains 174.5% 
water, 7% protein, 5% fat, 16% carbohydrate, 1°% 
ash, containing good amounts of potassium, sodium, 
calclum, magnesium, phosphorus and sulphur. The 
dried pea contains a smaller amount of water, con- 
taining only about 15% It contains a larger amount 


of protein, approximately 22.6%, and fat, 1.8%, car- 
bohydrates 52%), and mineral matter 2.5% 
The fresh or canned green peas are especially 


valuable because they contain good amounts of vita. 
mins, A, B and C. The canned variety may be used 
to advantage in 1 where cther fresh vegetables 
are not obtainabl rhe dried peas may be cooked in 
soups or baked like dried beans, They should be con- 
sidered a starchy vegetable and not used at the same 
time with acid foods or with other proteins. The very 
small green pea may be classed among the non- 
starchy vegetables, although as the pea becomes more 
mature it contains a larger amount of starch. Here 
are a few recipes which you will find interesting 

French Style Peas—-Wash one head of lettuce 
thoroughly drain, and chop into small pieces. Add 
one cup of water and two pounds of peas, weighed 
before shelling. Cover and simmer for thirty minutes 
If canned peas are used the lettuce should be cooked 
for fifteen minutes before adding the peas, When 
cooked, rethove from the fire, add butter and season- 
ing, and serve 

Bacon With s—Shell one 
cover with boiling water. Add a half teaspoonful of 
finely chopped mint leaves. Cook for twenty minutes 
and add three strips of bacon which should first be 
finely minced and browned in a skillet, Mix and serve 
immediately, 

Peas and Vegetables--Clean and dice six new po- 
tatoes, One bunch of carro‘’s and two turnips. Cook 
for 20 minutes and add one can of peas, If freshpeas 
are used shell two pounds and add at the beginning 
Cook until the carrots are tender, Add butter and 
serve 

Peas in Turnip Cups--Clean, remove tops and boil 
large turnips for about 15 minutes, Remove a alice 
from the top and scoop out the interior, leaving a 
shell with a flat surface on the bottom so turnip will 
stand on its end, Fill with @ mixture of equal parts 
of canned peas and chopped button mushrooms, Place 
an olive on top, bake until a fork penetrates the turnip 
shel readily, and serve while hot

That illusion of the crossed fingers 
feeling a marble as two marbles is 
often called Aristotle's illusion, for 
he seems to have described it, and 
you will find it described in “The 
Kingdom of the Mind,” by June E, 
Downey, which is a book on psychol- 
ogy suited to bright young children 
For father, the book is ‘Visual Il- 
lusions,” by Luckiesh 

The explanation of the feeling that 
you have two noses, when you touch 
the nose with crossed fingers, will 
be plain if you rub the crossed fin- 
gers with a blunt plece of chalk; as 
you do so, you will feel the chalk 
as double. Now separate the fingers, 
and you will notice that the two 
chalkmarks are on the outside of 
the forefinger and the outside of 
the middle finger. Ordinarily when 
you feel a touch at the same time at 
these places, it is because you are 
touched by two separate objects. You 
take no accoiint of the unusual po- 
sition of the fingers and continue to 
feel two objects, even two noses, 
thovgh you know you have only one. 

That general principle explains a 
variety of illusions. You apply to all

HE first Willoughbys had their 
habitat in a most inviting, com- 
fortable nook--down beside the wil- 


lows, Hence the name of Willoughby. 

This family has the distinction of 
tracing their ancestry back to the

was born at Willoughby in Lincoln-

The distinguished American cul- 
onizer by the name of Willougtuiby 
was Sir Percival, a descendant of 
Lord Willoughby of Middleton and 
of William de Willoughby of Hresby.

Oil And Gas Well 
Act Is Read Again 


Second reading has been given in 
the legislature to the Act Respecting 
Oil and Gas Wells, introduced into 
the house by Hon. R. G. Reld, pro- 
vincial treasurer and minister of lands 
and mines, 

The Act is largely a re-enactment of 
the provision passed in 1926, 

The main features are the restrict- 
fon of the production of any wells pro- 
ducing any gas or oil, or both, to any 
prescribed percentage of the open flow 
capacity and prescribing the percent- 
age of permissible extraction as to any 
specified gas well, or the gas wells in 
any specified area or areas or all gas 
wells and prescribing the proportion, 
or maximum amount of natural gas 
or oll or both which may be produced 
from any area during any specified 
period, or indefinitely, The regu'ations 
apply to wells either on leased or free- 
hold property, Distance between wells 
is also provided for, 

These provisions are implementing 
by legislation the information con- 
veyed by Premier J. E. Brownlee to 
the meeting of ofl and gas operators 
held in this city some time ago to 
draw up regulations, or exchange ideas 
on the whole question ,of gas and oil 
conservation. 


Wool Cheques Went 
Forward This Week 


Cheques for the balance due the 
1930 contributors to the annual wool 
sale conducted by the Alberta Pro- 
vincial Sheep Breeders’ Association 
were matied out this week. It will be 
remembered that five cars of the 1930 
wool were burned in the fire which 
destroyed the warehouse at Weston of 
the Canadian Co-Operative Wool 
Growers, Ltd., last August, and this 
was settled for by the insurance com- 
panies; the balance of the wool was 
sold to the trade at prices ranging 
from lle per pound for medium and 
low medium staple bright to 60 for 
karakule, 

Local handling charges, including 
interest on bank loans for advances to 
contributors, cost approximately nine- 
tenths of a cent per lb., and freight to 
Toronto cost slightly over 2c per lb. 

The total value of wool marketed 
through the association was $15,044.02.

Members of the legislature are won- 
dering just how far they will have 
gone toward reaching a decision on 
the validity of the anti-beer hail peti- 
tion, before the house prorogues at 
the end of the present week. To date 
the standing committee of the house 
on private bills and standing orders 
has held four meetings; at each suc- 
cessive one the discussion has become 
more involved, and at none of them 
has anything remotely resembling a 
decision been reached on any cf the 
four or five contentious points on 
which a verdict as to the fate of 
pefition depends. 

TO CHECK VOTERS 

At the third meeting of the com- 
mittee on Monday, John D, Hunt, 
clerk of the legislative council, was 
instructed to check with the voters 
lists a number of names on the peti- 
tion which opponents claimed were 
sufficient to disqualify the whole 
document, by bringing additional con- 
stituencies below the number of signa- 
tures required under the act, 

Mr, Hunt reported at Wednesday's 
meeting that it was impossibie to de- 
cide on a number of these names 
without further instructions from the 
committee, Cases in question included 
instances of Mary Jones’ name appear- 
ing on the voters’ list and Mrs, John 
Jones having signed the petition with 
no proof that both names represented 
the same person. In other cases two 
or more names appeared to have been 
signed in the same handwriting, and 
there was no proof of authority having 
been given one person to sign for an- 
other, In still other cases signatures 
by mark bore no proof that the signer 
knew exactly what he was signing. 

On whom, Mr. Hunt wanted to 
know, did che onus of proving admiss- 
ability or otherwise of these names 
lie, the petitioners or the objectors, and 
the committee after an hour and a 
half of argument over the mass of 
technicalities involved could not tell 
him.

Surplus Can Then be Sold 
Says Insurance Com-

“Produce what you must eat, then 
sell the surplus’—that’s the advice 
given farmers by R. C. MacKnight, 
general manager of the Northern Life 
Insurance Company of Canada, who 


arrived in Edmonton Wednesday 
morning in the course of a trip in 
which he is visiting the western 


branches of the company. While in 
the city Mr. MacKnight, whose 
headquarters are at London, Ontario 
conferred with H. E. Walker, local 
menager of the firm. 

“The only things alive, on many 
farms these days are gophers,” said 
the insurance official, “More produc- 
tion of the necessities of life should 
be the first concern of Canadians.” 

Continuing, Mr. MacKnight stated 
that farmers in western Canada were 
regarding the growing of wheat with 
too much importance. “They should 
remcumber that the raising of livestock 
and the production of butter, eggs 
and other farm produce, is equally 
important. Eat first and make your 
money afterwards, is the advice which 
I would give farmers,” he declared 

Referring to the insurance situation, 
Mr. MccKnight§ stated that the 
underwriters were holding thelr own 
during the business slump. He was

No Evidence Yet to Show 
Anything of Commercial 
Value 


With the publicafion in Edmonton 
papers recently of a discovery of pla- 
tinum and gold in “Discovery Creek” 


at Obed, 42 miles west of Bdson, 
many Edmontonians have d'splayved 
much interest in the report of the 
“find,” 


Correcting a statement made on 
Tuesday from Edson, Dr J. A. Allan, 
head of the geology department of the 
University of Alberta, stated Wednes- 
day morning that he had not as yet 
received any samples of the ore from 
the locality of the discovery. “We are 
ready to test this ore if samples are 
sent here,” he said, 

TRACES THERE, 

Continuing, Dr. Allan declared that 
he was aware that there were traces 
of platinum in the glac'al gravels in 
that region, but doubted that there 
had been any accumulation or con- 


centration of the ore which would 
make it of the value stated—$1,100 
per ton 

“Not one flake of platinum has 


been received from that field yet, and 
there is no ground for that statement. 
There has been no material produced 
so far that would indicate that there 
are amounts of platinum to any great 
value, It is known, of course, that 
there is always platinum in glacial 
gravels, but according to our Iinvesti« 
gations this metal has not been found 
in quantities large enough to be of 
much commercial value,” stated Dr, 
Allan 

G. Dolan, one of the discoverers of 
the reported platinum field, is leaving 
for his claim aga'n Wednesday even- 
ing, following an interview with Dr, 
Allan of the University Dolan hag 
promised to bring back samples for 
test purposes some time on Wednese 
day, and also to bring further samples 
extending down 15 feet to bed-rock 
by Friday morning for analysis,

NEW YORK, March 25,—Naturally, 
the New York World, ending its excit- 
ing career, would leave some little 
dramatic epilogue—some lUttle after- 
touch of sentiment for those who like 
happy endings.

Bifton, one of the Sunday editors 
of the World, is what his fellow crafts- 
men sometimes call a “natural” in this 
business. He is disillusioned but over- 
ly fastidious in dress, keeps an untidy 
desk, likes to play poker and deplores 
the passing of the old days of plug 
tobacco and hell-roaring newspapers, 
After eighteen years of alternate 
bumps and cushions in many states, 
he found himself with a job on the 
World and a Greenwich Village apart- 
ment lease, 

Like most of his mates, Sifton had 
a drayload of unfinished manuscripts. 
One of them, with the colaboration of 
Mrs, Sifton, he drove through to the 
finish, a few months ago, It was a 
play, “Midnight.’ The New York 
Theatre guild put it on. It was a good 
play and got good reviews, but the 
gold laden ship didn’t quite make the 
harbor, Sifton went back to the World, 
and again unsheathed his sharp pen- 
cll against the oncoming years, 

The World died, Sifvon’s task the 
next day was to go through the 
mounds of Sunday department mail, 
dictate letters to contributors, telling 
them as painlessly as possible, why the 
dove of their genius had no ark to 
land on, It was gloomy business, 

Bifton, too, had his troubles. He 
was thinking about the chances of 
another job, Then among the letters, 
there was one for him, He opened it 
Ustlessly, From a Hollywood moving 
picture producing company, it read:

CHARGES FOR 


FINANCE ARE 
T00 COSTLY 


May be Illegal in Opinion 
of Report Made to the 
Legislature 


Interest rates are excessive and in 
the matter of “taking undue and un- 
necessary security from farmers for 
current financing” the banks in west- 
ern Canada are “not giving farmer 
borrowers the consideration adequate 
for the proper financing of their 
ordinary operations,” according to a 
report of the legislative agricultural 
committee, submitted to the house fol- 
lowing sittings covering a period of 
several weeks, 

‘'he committee's meetings were call- 
ed following the passing of @ unani- 
mous resolution, proposed by A, B 
Claypool, U,F.A., Didsbury seeking the 
adducing of information tending to 
adjust the agricultural situation in 
» province. 

UNREASONABLE 

Continuing, the report states that 
“the committee has examined and 
considers unnecessarily harsh and un- 
reasonable a certain form of land 
mortgage which has been filed with 
the committee” gas typical of the 
kind of mortgage demanded by the 
banks in western Canada of their 
farmer borrowers, 

“Having heard the evidence of re- 
presentatives of various finance cor- 
porations,” continues the report, “the 
committee is not satisfied that excess 
ive and probably illegal rates of in- 
terest are not being; charged by these 
corporations in connection with the 
purchase of automobiles and trucks, 
under the cloak of so-called finance 
charges.” 

DEBT ADJUSTMENT 

The Debt Adjustment Act comes in 
for some attention in this report. 

The following recommendations are 
made in respect thereto 

That the director be given power to 
file a certificate anywhere in the pro- 
vince; that such last mentioned power 
may be exercised upon the application 


of any person bona fide engaged in| 


farming operations in the province, 
rather than at present only upon the 
application of any person with an in- 
terest in a grow.ng crop and to pro- 
vide that all assets of the applicant 
farmer, including crop, livestock, 
machiuery and other chattels, be 
brought within the jurisdiction of the 
director, 

Other recommendations include 
that the Fradulent Practices Act be 
amended by extending the period of 
attack from 60 days to 12 months 
and that provision be made for the 
appointment of an official to act as 
the representative of a retail mer- 
chant at meetings of his creditors,
